FEI-P’XNG FACTORY CONTROL SYSTEM — Eua Shang P’ao. 22 May 49 

The planning committee of the Pei-p’ing General labor Union called 
together more than 70 cadre members of the labor unions of public industries 
19 May 1949 to study the progress being made by the various unions in carry- 
ing out the four duties (establishment of annual production goals, factory 
control ccramitteeB, factory security, and educational activities) established 
by the Pei-p'ing Committee of the CCP. 

Committee chairman Hung -shun (Ueda- 231 6, 9^53) urged the union workers 
to ret an example of obedience to the leadership of the Pei-p'ing Committee. 
The meeting worked out concrete measures for strengthening the control of 
the factory labor committees by moans of lectures, vail posters, classes, 
discussions, promotion of widespread propaganda and education and by arrang- 
ing for mutual criticism between management and the labor unions of the 
public enterprises as well as self-criticism.
